New York, September il,—It aeeme 
highly probable that the number of 
persona sared from the Vera Cruz may 
ultimately reach thirty or forty. Ma- 
eon Talbot, one of the crew of the lost 
Very Cruz, who was in Mesara. Alex- 
andres' office, said: "Myself and com- 
panions are certainly not to be counted 
among the fourteen who reached the 
shore at Titusville. 
We did not get 
ashore anywhere near Titusville, so 
that point is settled. I am afraid, how 
ever, that the fourteen did not belong 
to the Vera Cruz. The letters i-peakof 
a life-raft. We had no life-raft on the 
Vera Cruz. Our steamer was well pro- 
vided with boats.'' 


Mr. A. K. Owen, the passenger who 
who accompanied the five members of 
the crew who were saved to New 
York, said: "I shall have to adhere to 
the statement that I have previously 
made iu regard to the loss of the Vera 
Cruz, and Capt. Van Sice's conduct 
on that occasion." Mr. Owen was 
positive that the steamer broke in the 
middle before sinking, and he thinks 
he saw the smoke stack fall. "Capt. 
Van Sice," he says, "certainly did not 
have sufficient care for the passen- 
gers." 


John Alexandre, the agent of the 
line, said to a reporter: "Owen seems 
much provoked because we cannot 
reconcile his story with the state 
mentsof the sailors. 
He says that 
the captain jumped overboard be- 
fore the vessel sank. The sailors on 
the other hand all say that the cap- 
tain remained at his post until the 
last. Now, we know that the com- 
mander of the Vera Cruz was a brave 
man. It has been said that he was an 
intemperate man.
